Paris, Wednesday, May 14 —The coun 


cil of four has declined to consider the 
note from Count von Brockdorff Itanl 
zau, chief of the German peace mission, 
lelative to international labor legisla 
t(on. 
In a note tent to the German 


delegation today, M Clemenceau, presiV 
dent of the peaie conference, aay« that 
the allied and aKHOCiated governments 
"are of the opinion that their decisions 
give satisfaction to the anxiety which 
the Geiman delegate professes for social 
justice, and insure the realization of re 
forms which the working classes have 
more than ever a right to expect after 
the cruel trial to which the world has 
belen subjected during the last five 
>ears." 


The text of the reply to the German 


note sent to M. Clemenceau follows1 


"Sir—I have the honor to acknowl- 


edge the receipt of your letter of May 
10 in regard to international labor legis- 
lation, together with a draft of an in- 
ternational agreement on labor law. The 
it-ply of the allk-d and associated gov- 
ernments is as follows: 


"They take note of the declaration 


made by the German delegates that do- 
mestic peace and the advancement of 
mankind depend upon the adjustment 
of the labor question and they are con 
vinced that such adjustment will be ren- 
dered easier in the future than in the 
past, as men's minds are freed from the 
fear of war, and industry is relieved 
of the burden of armaments which Ger- 
man militarism had imposed upon it 
"Part XIII, of the draft of the con- 


ditions of peace provides a means b\ 
which such adjustments can be made, 
and Section II of this part of the draft 
lays down the principles which will pro 
gretutively guide the labor organization 
and the League of Nations " 


"Article 427 indicates clearly that the 


enumeration of the principles set forth 
is not exhaustive. The purpose of the 
labor organization is that it should pro- 
mote the constant development of the 
international labor regime. 


"The labor convention has been insert- 


ed in the treaty of peace and Germany 
will therefore be called upon to sign 
ft 
In the future the rights of your 


country to participate in the labor or 
ganis&tion will be secured, so soon as 
nhe is admitted into the league of Na- 
tions, in accordance with Article I of 
the treaty. 
"It has not been thought necessary to 


summon a labor conference at Versailles. 
The conclusions of a syndical confer- 
ence at Berne, which are reproduced in 
the draft of the international agree- 
ment on labor law referred to in the 
first paragraph of your letter of the 
10th 
instant, had already been studied 


with the closest attention.

had taken part in the preparation of the 
articles relating to labor.

the program of the lirst session of 


the international labor conference to be 
held at Washington next October com

clusion.s subject only to the assent of 
the competent authorities In the coun 
tries represented. 


"The draft of the international agree

Marshal Koch, commander in chief 


of the allied armies is on the Rhine 
front and dispatches state that he will 
take such action as is necessary in the 
event of the failure of the enemy to 
sign the treaty. 
An immediate eco- 


nomic blockade of Germany also is 
planned as a part of the program in 
case continued hostile action against 
the enemy is considered necessary. 
The Austrian peace mission is at

public health service and the Ohio stale 
lepartment of health. 
The latter de- 
triment in a statement today called at- 
ention to this phase of the anti ven- 
eral disea.ve.s campaign In the state. 


Fifteen cities have taken advantage 


of the offer of help and have provided 
free facilities for treatment of veneraeal 
disease patients unable to pay for com- 
petent medical attention. A physician 
is provided by the bureau of ver.eral 
disease and equipment and quarters for 
the clinic are provided by the city. 


Provisions is made under the state 


tegulations for the prevention of vener- 
eal diseases .for the quarantine of pa 
tients whose habits make them dangei 
ous to the public health. In addition U) 
offering treatment facilities, the clinic 
serves as a center for educational work 
in its community.
